Legislation 
Recommended. 


The legislation recommended by the 


majority consists of threa bills. One of 
them, commonly known as the Brandeis 
bill, is designed to give an injured party 
tho right to institute suit to prevent the 
organization of a combination in re- 
straint of trade. This bill also trans- 
fers the burden of proof to tho defend- 
ant corporation to show that it is a 
combination within 'reasonable restraint 
of trade.'' The bill recommended by the 
committee has long been pending before j 
congress, having been introduced 
by 


Senator LaFollette and Representative 
Lenroot. 


Another bill would provide that "no 


person who is engaged as an individual 
or as a- member of a partnership, or as 
a director or other officer, or an employe 
of a corporation, in the business, in 
whole or in part of manufacturing or 
selling railroad cars or locomotives or 
railroad rails or structural steel, or 
mining and selling coal shall act as a 
director or other officer or employe of 
any railroad company which conducts an 
interstate commerce business."

Hits Interlocking Directorates. 


The third bill is intended to hit at the 


system of interlocking directorates, nnd 
would separate industrial from railroad 
business.

appropriation bill was again reported to 
the senate today by the military affairs 
committee, carry approximately $04.000,- 
OGO, an increase of 86,000,000 over the 
amount proposed by the house. 


•The Benate.committ.ee struck out the j 


house provisions changing the enlist- 
ment tenure from three to five years. 


The section inserted in thc bill when 


it was in conference to legislate Major 
General Leonard Wood, chief of staff, 
out of office on March 4 was not in the 
reconstructed bill. Tho reduction of the 
number of cavalry regiments to ten os 
provided for by the house is not recom- 
mended. The bill as the house re-passed 
it was changed only in that it did not 
carry' the proposal to remove General 
Woo'd.

The time-worn bungaboo that democratic national as- 


cendency would be at once signalized by wholesale

sue is again being dragged from the storage warehouse 
where it has lain for the past four years. It is being 
dusted up and reburnished by the addition of some par- 
ticularly terrifying touches here and there in the expec- 
tation that the public will again accept it as conclusive 
argument why Mr. Taft should be returned to office and 
the republican program given a new lease of life. 


With the increasing tendency of the people to do po- 


litical thinking upon their own account, argument of that 
character is not likely to weigh heavily this year. Strange 
as the case would have seemed a few years ago, there are 
now ^thousands of the high protectionists who are ready to 
admit that simple justice demands reductions at many 
points as a relief from conditions which have loaded ter- 
rific burdens upon the whole people in the interest of the 
favored few. There is popular distrust, also, of the 
"scientific" revision of the tariff offered as the republican 
panacea for the evils the system has fostered, for recent 
experience has demonstrated that "scientific'' revision is 
rather more apt to be upward than downward. 


At this juncture of the campaign a recent declaration 


of Governor Wilson, the democratic' nominee for president, 
is of particular interest. Tie expresses the conviction that 
revision should not be made at one sweep, but that the re- 
adjustment, should come gradually, determined upon a 
just basis that will afford the people relief without en- 
dangering legitimate enterprise in conforming to the 
new schedules. It, is a position which a vast majority of 
American voters are preparing to endorse at the polls in 
November.

editorial department of the Fort Wayne 
(Gazette, nnd Rnm Mors«. representing 
The Evening Sentinel.

over forty years yesterday at the Chi- 
cago stockyards packers and officials of 
the Live "-tock exchange sounded 
a 


warning that something must be done to 
foster and protect the cattle raising in- 
dustry. The decline in the industry was 
held responsible for sky-high prices and 
little hope for a lower cost basis was 
held out. 


Fresh receipts of cattle were only 4,- 


500 head. Prime beef steers sold up to 
?9.S5 a hundredweight and were eagerly 
snapped up. 
The situation was com- 


mented on by Charles S. Jones, presi- 
dent of the exchange, and federal laws 
to foster the cattle industry were urged. 


Ask Laws to Aid Industry. 


"Congress or the state legislatures 


must enact legislation soon for the pro- 
tection of cattle raising in this country," 
said President Jones, "or the cattle mar- 
ket will become dangerously tight. The 
situation is serious; the live stock in- 
terests of the country cry out for pro- 
tection. 


"The west is raising little cattle, the 


market is short, and heef animals arc 
short in wight, and the price of beef 
has advanced. There is no question in 
my mind but that the increase in the 
population of this country is outgrow- 
ing the production of meat producing 
animals. 


"Congress made 
it great mistake 
in 


throwing open for settlement the large 
tracts of land in the range country of 
Montana, Colorado. Wyoming, 
Idaho 


and the Uakotas. This land is of small 
value for agricultural purposes, but is 
the best for grazing. 


Corn States Abandon Feeding. 


"Tho corn growing stntes—Illinois. 


Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, and 
Nebraska—hiivo depended for a number 
of years largely on western states to 
grow cattle until they are ready to be 
shipped and put on feed in the corn 
belt. Consequently these feeding states, 
in which land is valuable, themselves 
have abandoned cattle raising, expecting 
tho western states to product cattle for 
them. Now, the western states and the 
corn growing states are both short in 
cattle production."
